Mr. Fink’s Mission to Mexico—The Con- 
templated Railroad Enterprise.

NEW YORK, October 1.—The Sun Says 
tudolph Fink, brother of Commissioner 


Albert Fink, of the Trunk Line Railway, sailed 
tor Mexico yesterday. He goes therein the 
interest of a company recently organized’ in 
Boston for the purpose of building a railroad 
from that city to Ei Pago, Texas. 
The length of the proposed road is to be about 
1. 100 miles, of which more than 200 miles 
have been surveyed and about fifteen miles 
from the City of Mexico graded. All the money 
re quired for the enterprise has been subscribed, 
principally in Boston. A subsidy of $9,500 per 
mile bas been secured fiomthe Mexican Gov- 
ernment. Thos. Wilkerson, formeriy President 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Rail 
road, is president of the company, which is 
known as the Central Mexico R Wroad Com- 
pany. The intention of the projectors is to 
make a connection with the Atchison, Topeka 
and Sunta Fe road. That road is now com 
pieted to Albuquerque, New Mexico, and jointly 
with thett. Louis aud San Francisco Road is 
rapidly construsting a load to the Pacific 
coust.

AN ELETAANT’S RAGE. 


Killing His Keeper and Frightening a 
i Town Out of Its Wits. 
Richmond (Va.) Special to N. Y. Heraid. 

Information received bere from Charlotte, 
N. C., states that upon the arrival of John 
Robinson’s Circus there yesterday a scene of 

reat (xcitement ensued consequent on the 
baa temper and escape of Chief, the largest 
and most powerful of the elephants. The car 
upon which the animal was brought was 
standing near a crossing on ‘rade street. 

Quite a crowd had gathered to witness. the 

process of unloading the animals. Chief had 

been taken off the car. Nothing remarkable 
occurred till the deeper of the elephants, John 

King. was heard to ery out: Look out, 

there! It that elepbant bits any of you, I 

will not be responsible.“ Almost immediate 

ly after giving this warning, King, ho 
was a pouerfully built man, stepped 
round to Chief’s head and was in the act of 
turnirg bim round, when the people 
heard him call the animal by name in what 
they regarded as a frightened tone. Ina mo- 
went more the monster. who was enrayved, 
was seen by ihe crowd to turn upon the un- 
fortupate keeper and crush bim against the 
car. King sank to the ground without a 
eroan, and the attendants who were with him 
fled in terror and dismay. The crowd scat- 
tered up Trade street, andthe wildest con- 
fusion followed. The men were afraid to 
approach the infuriated animal and King was 
slowed to remain for several minutes on the 
ground where he had failen. The elephant 
surveyed tbe sceve for an instant, gave a short 
snort and started at a brisk pace up the rail 
road track. Assoon ashe was out of reach 
King was picked up apparently lifeless and 
conveyed across the streettoa barber shop, 
where several docters were summoned. In 
ihe meantime the elephant coatinued up the 
track, and the report getting abroad that he 
was loose inthe streets the excitement in- 
creased. ‘The crowd which first collected 
about the crossing andthe door of the shop 
into which King had been carried scattered 
up the street, and all sorts of reports were 
ailoat, no one being able on account ofthe 
darkness to determine the whereabouts of the 
elephant.

2»REEDY CORONERS. 


Competition Among the Inquest-Hold 
ers in New York. 
New York Cor. Chicago Tribune. 

The past season has been an unusually 
active one for the Coroners of New York city 
and vicinity. ‘hey have been industrious, 
and have prespered. Competition has been 
strong among them, and sometimes, it must 
be said with regret, the high calling of in- 
specting corpses bas been degraded by the 
unscrupulous conduct of some of the guild. 
An instance will illustrate. While passing 
through Little Heil Gate, Long Island Sound, 
some months since, the steamer Seawanhaka, 
having on board several hundred excursion- 
ists, caught fire and was burned to the 
water’s edge. About fifty men, women and 
children were roasted or drowned. A Coro- 
ner on the adjacent coast of Long Island, ob- 
serving the catastrophe, summoned his jury 
and prepared to proceed to business at 
once. A New York Coroner dizcovered the 
sugar-plum which was abcut to fall into his 
neighbor's lap. He thereupon procured 
some poatmen, and harvested about fifteen or 
twenty corpses, which he conveyed to the 
morgue atthe Bellevue Hospital, where he 
held his inquests, and subsequently received 
his fees. The Long Island official was angry, 
but entirely withouta remedy. This instance 
of enterprise, however, is not equa! to that 
sometimes exhibited by Jersey City Coroners. 
Recentdy two of these officials attempted to 
hold a competitive inquest on a woman before 
shewas dead. The Coroner within whose 
jurisdiction the woman was discovered his 
rival sitting on the front steps of the house, 
waiting the moment when life should depart. 
He also learned that his rival was makmg 
preparations to hold an inquest. Coroner 
No. 1, whose rights were being invaded, hur- 
ried cfi tothe nearest Magistrate, and made an 
application for an injunction to prevent Cor- 
oner No. 2 from holding an inquest. The 
Court read the affidavit and listened to the 
7 statement of counsel with gravity. 

Vhen, however, he learned that the woman 
was not dead, he dismissed the application 
on the ground that there was nothing to en- 
join. This circumstance was duly chronicled 
in the New York newspapers, but not with 
that amplification necessary to impress the 
public miud with its peculiarities. The caving- 
in of the Jersey City end of the Hudson River 
tunnel, by which some twenty-five workmen 
engaged therein Jost their lives, rendering the 
services of a Coroner necessary, came near 
causing a riot among the Coroners of that vil- 
lage, so lively was the competition for the job. 
The Tunnel Company, however, settled the 
dispute by not digging the bodies of the work- 
men out; and they are there yet, though the 
accident happened on the 2ist of June. The 
Coroners are disconsolate, but peaceful in 
their deportment.

The annals of the gale still re- 
main, but only here and there is a survivor 
who at the age of fourscore preserves the 
memory of its fearful ravages, and the suffer- 
ing by which it was followed. If we should 
tell the tale Row, on this pleasant moraing, as 
we have heard it from aged lips and read it 
in the chronicles of the time, it would seem 
like a creation of an excited imagination 
and the wilderness of romance. It would 
be difficult for readers now to believe that 
these peaceful elements with which we are 
surrounded could have been convulsed with 
rage and destruction, that these whispering 
winds should have risen into hurricanes and 
the placid waters of the bay into a mountain 
of seas. But houses were broken and crush- 
ed into fragments, the bridge was swept 
away and thirty vessels, large and smal!, In- 
diamen and coasters, were stranded in the 
cove under the brow of Smith’s Hill. The 
story of the great gale is no fiction, however 
incredible it may seem that it occurred just 
at these dates of pleasant days. It was a 
iner.“ everybody said. hank God we 
have passed the line“ this year without 
any commotion or excitement in earth or sky, 
and under the brightest and cheerfulest in- 
fluences of nature.

THE CAPE COD CANAL. 


Work Actually Begun on a Much 


Talked of Enterprise. 
From the Utica Observer. 


After hundreds of years of discussion, 
promises and delay, work has at last been be- 
gu upon a Cape Cod canal. The plan for it 
was over a ventury old when —4— en- 
terprising statesmen and merchants con- 
ceived and grappled with and successfully 
solved the problem of an artificial waterway 
363 miles long, stretching across a State from 
the greatlakes to the Hudson. Fifty-five 
years have elapsed since the stupendous un- 
dertdking, involving the penetration of an 
almost unbroken wilderness 5 over 
half its route, with its aggregate of seveniy two 
costly locks, rising to the level of 568 feet 
above the waters of the Hudson at Lockport, 
creeping along for eleven miles of embank- 
ment and equeduct through the Cayuga 
marshes. And only now have the timid cap - 
italists of Boston dared to empark in the en- 
terprise of digging a ditch eight miles long. 
across a level stretch of sandysoil, without 
the necessity of a single lock. 

The new canal is to cost $10,000,000. When 
we remember thaf it cost only 
build the Erie from Albany to Buffalo, lovks, 
swamps, Wilderness, hills and all, in ISI7-25, 
the gain which Boston has made in waiting 
these many yearsis not precisely clear. At 


this rate the New Englanders could have dug 


their canal then for about $150,000, and nad 
good American labor instead of the ftalians 
who are at it now. Boston is verv venerable 
and wise, no doubt. She has just celebrated 
ber quarter-thousandth birthday, and we 
bave her own word for it that her long life bas 
been spent, every vear of it, to remarkable 
good advantage. Yet it seems that even Bos- 
ton is not too old to learn a lesson j 
which the rough yeomen of the Mohawk val- 
ley could have taught her much more inex- 
pensively fifty-odd years ago. 

The route chosen now ior the canal is one 
marked out by nature for a thoroughfare. 
Across this narrow neck of the peninsula the 
old Pilgrims, skirting a'ong the 
coast to Sandwich Bay, had a regular highway

The benefit of the canal to Boston, when 
completed, is unquestioned. It will make 
the Hub“ nearer to New York, Phiiadel- 


phia and other centers of civilization and 


commerce by over a hundred mites, and 
cheapen coal, iron and a thousand minor ne- 
cessities of lifeto all eastern New Engiand. 
On the other hand it will make Provincetown 
and the otber cape towns still more forlorn 
and ceserted than they are now, insomuch as 
it willtake from them their last remaining 
hold upon the freight commerce of New Eng- 
land’s metropolis. It may also take some- 
thing from the passenger interests of Fall 
River, and the business of the Oid Colony 
tailread. But it is the rule of our civiliza- 
tion that the greater absorbs the less, and 
that the big cities drain from the little ones, 
and now Boston, which in the last half cen- 
tury has eviscerated all the old seaports like 
Salem, Gloucester, Newburyport, Barnstable, 
Duxbury and the rest, will prove the rule 
still more emphatically under the changed 
conditions of a Cape Cod canal. 


The Earth’s Population. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

In the new issue (No. 6) of Behm and Wag- 
ner’s well-known **Bevolkerung der Erde’? 
there are several points of fresh interest. 
Since the last issue, about two years ago, the 
population would seem to have been increas- 
ed by about 17,000,000, the present population 
of the earth, according to Behm and Wagner, 


being 1,4£6,000,000, as against 1,439,000,000 


two years.ago. This, however, ean not be set 
down to absolute natural 
the addition being, no doubt, the result of 
new and more accurate statistics. The new 


issue has, for example, to take account of 


several new censuses, some of them in coun- 
tries where the population has not been ac- 
curately counted for many years, if at all. We 
have, for example, the census of Spain in 1877; 
Portugal, 1878: Greece. 1879; Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, 1879; New Zealand, 1878; Peru, 
1876; Denmark, 1880, besides several smaller 
places. The total population is divided among 
the continents as follows: Europe, 315,929,000, 
or at the ratio of 32.5 per square kilometre. 
Asia, 834,707,000. or 18.7 per square kilome- 
tre; Africa, 205,679,000, or 69 per square 
kilometre; America, 95, 495, 500, or 2.5 per 
square kilometre; Australia and Polynesia, 
4,031,000, or 0.4 per square kilometre; the re- 
mainder, 82,000, belong to the North Polar re- 
gion, mostly Iceland and Greenland. Although 
the census of the United States has been ta- 
ken some months since, and a few of the data 
cozed out in an irregular fashion, Herren 
Bebm and Wagner have not made any use of 
the results, wisely preferring to await official 
Statistics. They calculate that the census 
ought to give a resultof atleast 47,000,000. 
The editors have also made a fresh planimet- 
rical calculation of the area of Africa, yield- 
ing a result of 29,285,390 square kilometres. 
Of this area about six and a third millions 
are forest and culture land, the same area 
savannahsf and scattered woods, 1, 500, 000 
busn, 4,200,000 steppe, and 10,500,000 desert. 
This last item seems appalling, but it should 
be remembered that much of this desert may 
be reclaimable and that it includes targe 
areas of fertile oases. A new planimetric 
calculation ofthe area of South America 
yields a result of 17,752,128 square kilometres, 
differing greatly from the sum of the official 
areas given bythe South American Govern- 
ments. 


Hydrophobia in Indiana.

The visitor was allowed entrance toa few 
ofthe cells. ‘heir tenants were pale: they 
-ose as he entered, according to order, Dut 
regarded him with a fixed look of despuir. Oa 
some of the walls characters bad been traced 
wiih a pointed instrument. One of the phrases 
ran thus: 

„My poor mother, you doubtless know that 
your innocent son is buried alive in this 
vault.““ 

The guide interfered and prevented the 
writer from reading more. He was shewn the 
creat cell in which Was incarcerated the 
Prineess Tarsksnova, daughter of the 
Ernpiess Elizabeth, who fella victim to her 
rival, the Empress Catharine II., graudmoth- 
er of the present Czar. This unhappy woman 
verisbed in the celi under the most Gram aie 
circumstances. The Neva, swollen by the 
melted snow, suddenly rose, and the rushing 
torrent, dashing with overwhelming strength 
avainst the tiny window, broke in and tied 
the cell with water. Tune Princess was 
drowned. 

The cells ofthe great state criminals are 
lined with mattresses, and rings of iron are 
Zlsced in the walls, to which many of them 
are bound when they are not Straizght-Waist- 
eoated. The guide infermed the writer. 
among other things, that these unhappy men 
were asked every quarter of an hour if they 
were present. Whenever they failed to reply 
they were barvarously punished. He also 
states that in the wall of the Emperor’s room 
there is an invisible door, communicating 
with an invisible passage, very narrow and 
jeading toasubterranean gallery, hollowed 
out under the Neva. The gallery leads to 
the fortress, and in case of a revolution or of 
imminent peril, the Czar could disappear in a 
few seconds from the winter palace, and a 
few minutes after find bimself in -perfeci 
safety in the fortress of St. Peter and St. 
bau, the guns of which could in a short time 
reduce St. Petersburg to ruins. 

The palace of the Czar Paul I., which is 
now the engineers’ school, was similarly pro- 

vided; but when the fassassins entered his 
room be had not time to flee, and was struck 
down at the very Moment when he was about 
to disappear behind the secret door, waich 
was already open.

A Victory for the Western Onion 


N 
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in the Courts. : 


— 


Mr. Justice Miller Ties the Hands of All 
the Litigants. 


The United States Circuit Court was 80 
crowded this morning that a placard ot 
Standing Room only’’ might have been hung 
out with much propriety. All the lawyers in 
the city appeared to de pros - 
ent and a goodly sprinkling ot the 
laity was also on hand. The occasion was 


the 2 by Mr. Justice Miiler of his opinion 
on the motion to dissolveinjunction in the case 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company 
ainst the Union Pacific Railway Company, 
the Kansas Pacific Railway Company and tue 
American Union Telegraph Company. 

To sum the case up in a nut-shell, the 
facts. are these: The Western Union 
Telegraph Company obtained an injunction 
restraining the different defendants above 
named from interfering in any manner with 
the telegraph wires and other appurtenances 
of the plaintiff. The allegation on which the 
allowance was made was that the defendants 
were about to sever the connection between 
the wires of the Western Union and its bat- 
teries. Theinjunction was asked to be dissolved 
be tore the judge who granted it unsuccessful- 
lv. Thecase was removed into the Unitéd 
States Circuit Court in Kansas, and Judge 
Foster declined to dissolve; so also did 
Judges McCrary ahd Foster sitting together 
upon the case later. Mr. Justice Miller and 
Judge McCrary now decide in favor of the 
Western Union Company, and the case is once 
more quieted for the time being. 

There are three lines wire 
upon the poles of the 
railroad companies. It is settled now that the 
railroad company has the right to use one of 
these either for its own business or for any other 
description of messages it may choose to send 
over the wire. The othertwo wires must be 
used by the Western Union Company and by 
nobody else. 

There are a great many nice legal points 
in the decision as rendered and it was 
considered by the lawyers present as a valu- 
able and weighty document. Onlyavery few 
— — were printed and these were extremely 
difficult to get. Justice Miller says: 

The line of telegiaph which is the subject of 
the present controversy extends trom Kansas 
— in Missouri to Denver City in Colorado, 
and consists of three wires, the requisite poles, 
patteriesand ether machinery necessary tothe 
working of those wires, erected along the 
line and on the right-of-way of the Kansas 
branch of the Pacific Railway Company. That 
branch has become consolidated with the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company, and they 
are both worked and heid as one corporation, 
under the style of the Union Pacitic Railroad 
Company. The contract was made in tne year 
1866, between the Kansas Pacific Railway 
Company onthe one pert, and the Western 
Union Telegraph Company on the other, un- 
der which this telegraph line has been mainly 
erectea and operated since it was erected. 
By tbat contract, about the construction of 
which the parties differ somewhat, there is no 
disagreement as to the tollowing taatter: 
roles were to be erected on ground embraced 
within the right-ot-way otf the railroad com- 
pany. Thecompany was either to furnish the 
poles or to pay the price of 
them if furnished by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, and toturnish one 
wire or pay thecost of that wire. Tne tele- 
grapb company wasto furnish the batteries. 
and to furnish any otler wire beyond that one, 
as it should become necessary, at their own 
cost. The erection of the poles, the attach 
ment of the wires to them, and the expense of 
placing the batteries in position connecting 
them with the wires, was to be borne jointly 
and equally by the parties. The lines of these 
wires were both to be operated by operators 
appointed by the railroad company, and 
puid for jointly. Therailroad company was 
to bave the exclusive control and use of the 
first wire put up. Thetelegraph company was 
to huve the exclusive use of the other wires 
until, in the opinion of the railroad company, 
the first wire should be insufficient for the de 
mands of the business of the road: in which 
event, by a proper compensation, the railroad 
company was to have the use of another one of 
the wires put up bythe telegraph company. 
It was provided that the railway company 
should only send messages about its oon busi- 
ness, and not commercial or paid messages, 
the purpose of which was evidently to leave 
the exclusive right ot sending commercial 
or paid messages to the telegraph 
company. It was to enforce this 
clause that the injunction was obtained by the 
Western Union. It isto get rid of this provis- 
ion and permitthe railroad company to con- 
vey such messages and so unite the wires of 
the telegraph company with the American 
Union Telegraph Company, that messages 
may be conveyed, brought by the American 
Union ‘telegraph Company, over the wires of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, that 
the present motion is made. 

And in the summing up ot the case the Jus- 
tice closes thus, speaking of the Western Un- 
ion: 

This corporation has come to be one whose 
property is of immense value—a value almost 
unknown to any one. The shares ot its stock 
are scattered all through the country, and now 
are and long have been the most profitable 
shares of any corporation now in existence. 
It has done the business of almost the entire 
country for many years past west of the Alle- 
ghany Mountaius—all the business west of the 
Missouri River. To suspend this business by 
the act of a single party, to permit the railroad 
company, both at Omaha and Kansas City, to 
cut off the connections of these wires with 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company east of 
that to those points, and to turn those wires 
into that of a rival companx, is to produce an 
amount ot financial ruin hard to be appreciat- 
ed. Telegraph lines ana, telegraph business, 
like the good-willofa newapaper and hotel, 
have a character so different from ordinary 
personal property, or ordinary real estate, 
that when we come to deal with injuries to it 
we must look at it in a different light from 
what we do the injuries to those classes of pro- 
perty. 

Tbe total suspension ot its business for the 
eriod of time necessary to construct a line 
rom Omabaor Kansas City to Ogden would 
produce an irreparable injury, within the 
meaning of thatterm as used in equity pro- 
ceedings. 

It would be an injury to that company by no 
means commensurate with any good to result 
to the other company which is in contest with 
it. It is eminently fit, theretore, that, before 
the judges at chambers should pronounce 
an order dissolving an injunction which 
merely restrains the hands of the 
other side from this destructive proceeding, 
that they shall be clearly satisfied that the 
rights of the party seeking this dissolution are 
clear, and that they are entitled to exercise 
the powers Which will produce such disastrous 
results. As we have already said, we ure not 
by any means satisfied, atleastI am not, that 
such a right exists in the plaintiff; and 1 have 
a strong belief that it is the duty of the Court 
to keep the hands of both of these parties so 
tied up, and so far at libertv only, as that 
the public shall not suffer, and each 
shall not destroy the other, until 
this litigation shall come toa final close by a 
full hearing on the merits of the case. 

As I have already said, the injunction stands 
now upon the order of the Probate Judge in 
Kansas—an order which merely allowed the 
injunction as praved inthe bill. There seems 
to be a dispute between the counsel on either 
side as to the precise extent of the relief 
prayedin that bill, and, therefore, as§to the 
extent and meaning of the injunction as 
it now stands. We are both of opinioa that 
the railroad company has the right, as it al- 
ways had, to the exclusive use of the first 
wire on the telegraph poles; and we are of 
opinion that as*the matter stands at this 
stage ofthe proceeding, that company should 
have the right, pending the further litigation 
ot the case, to use that wire, not only for 
the ordinary business of the road, but for the 
purpose of transmitting commercial and paid 
messages for the public in general; that it has 
no right to interfere with the Western Union 
Telegraph Company inthe useof the other 
two wires for the purpose of 
carrying all messages ot whatever 
class it may choose to carry over those wires; 
and that it is proper that an order should be 
made instead of the order of the Probate 
Court, which is anfbiguous and indefinite, 
which shal) stand to represent this principle, 
and as a substitute for that order.
